THE I>BIjAY8 OF THE LAW 


Can be invoked to hinder and pre- 
vent the petitioners from estab- 
lishing their rights, except at a cost 
that would be beyond their ability 
to pay. They, therefore, approach 
"tho supreme law-making power of 
the nation," claiming that the in- 
terests of tho Government are iden- 
tical with their own, inasmuch as 
tho Government is entitled to five 
per cent, on tho net earnings of the 
road from tho time of completion, 
and it is of importance to it to de- 
termine what charges are properly 
deductible from the gross earnings, 
so as to arrive at the tvuo sum of the 
net earnings. And if tho property 
and earnings of the Southern Pacific 
belong to tho Central Pacific, then 
such earnings will largely increase 
tho amount which should be paid tu 
tho Government. 


Tho document concludes as fol- 


lows: "Aud your petitioners hum- 
bly pray that your honorable bodies 
will appoint 'a committee of your 
two Houses, to sit in tho city of San 
Francisco during your adjournment, 
with full power to take testimony 
and inquire into the affairs ^of said
